SOLD OUT TO CAPITALISTS 





Sixteen-Story Skyscraper Is to 
Be Erected on Plot 22 
by 58 Feet. 





One of the largest and quickest re- 
turns on a real estate investment yet 
recorded in the history of St. Louis real 
estate has just been realized by Will- 
iam A. Gill of 5114 Cabanne avenue. He 
has just sold his 99-year lease on the 
little four-story building at the south- 
east corner of Seventh and Olive streets 
to a group of capitalists represented by 
the Commonwealth, Trust Co. 
held his leas ‘five years, and the 
only inv e e@ was security 
for a $15,000 bond. Out of the rental of 
the building and what he was paid for 
the lease he has made a round $190,000. 

Gill obtained the lease in the spring ot 
1901 from John A. Scudder, the owner 
of the property. The conditions of the 
lease were an annual payment of $7250 
Over the taxes and insurance and the 
agreement to build a new building on 
the site before 1911 which would cost at 
least $25,000. 

Gill intended at first to @ceupy the 
building himself. But finding the high 
rents paid in-the neighborhood he swb- 
let the three lower floors. He could get 
no tenant fer the top floor. 


Profit of 86000 a Year. 


From the Pennsylvania railroad, which 
took the entiré firat floor, Gill has been 
getting $12,000 annually. From the ten- 
ants on the second and third floors, 
$3000. After paying the taxes and in- 


surance Gill took {n every year from 


his tenants about $13,200: So after pay- 


ing over to Scudder his pacer $7200 he 
has made an average of $000 a year 
clear: profit, or $30,000 for the five years. 
But the tremendous advance in real 
poe dn values in the downtown district 

ee Gill with the fact that he 
oa Obained the lease just at the mo- 
ment before property values downtown 
had taken enormous leaps. 

So. although he had paid nothing down 
for hia lease, he informed the Common- 
wealth Trust Co. officials when they 
asked him what he would turn over the 
lease for, that he thought the transfer 
would be worth about $200,000 to him. 
The trust company finally agreed to pay 
Gill $160.000 for his lease and to take 
over with the lease his obligations. 
Under. these obligations the capitalists 
who are represented in the deal by the 
trust company, will have to build a new 
building before 1911. It has been given 
out that the intention is to start within 
the year On a modern 1l6-story office 
building. 

The plot has 22 feet on Olive street 
and 68 feet on Seventh street. The

until they learned he had turned 
talents to crime, escaped earthly punish- 
ment for forgeries in Memphis and St. 
Louis by drinking carbolic acid as he 
was arrested in a Cairo hotel. 

Although Warrendorf left in St. Louis 
a trail of forged notes and unpaid debts, 
it was not these that led directly to his 
suicide. It was his shortage in Mem- 
phis. 

After being released from a Mississippi 

prison in January, Warrendorf became 
engaged with the Memphis realty sys- 
tem and was editor of the Bulletin, a 
real estate publication. He was short 
between $3000 and $3000 in his accounts. 
He fled while an indictment was being 
drawn. Word was sent to Cairo and he 
wa arrested there. as he registered un- 
der an assumed name at a hotel. 
As a policeman was leading him! from 
the hostelry, Warrendorf took a bottle 
from his pocket and quickly drank car- 
bolic acid. This was Monday. He died 
soon and was buried in potter's field. 
He preferred death to chances of serv- 
ing another prison sentence. 


Courted Friend's Daughter. © 


It was in. 1892, 14 years ago, when 
Warrendorf, a dapper German army of- 
ficer, came to St. Louis. He readily 
gained friends because of his engaging 
manner and went to live at 1749 Pres- 
ton place, with Andrew H. Geisel of the 
Geisel Manufacturing Co. of Second 
Street and Clark avenue. He had heard 
of Geisel through a foster sister, a Mrs. 
August Spendler of Vicksburg, Miss. He 
introduced himself and was welcomed. 
Warrendorf fell in love with Geisel’s 
charming daughter, Natalie, and paid 
her great attention. At the same time 
he tried to obtain from her father mon- 
ey to promote mythical enterprises. He 
was having little success winning the 
hand of the pretty daughter, put he 
had borrowed %600 worth of success in 
the other direction. Geisel erdorsed a 
note, but he isn’t saying much about 
that now. 

Warrendorf could easily carry the 
versation in almost any company. He 
was a Heidelberg graduate who had 
gone a the university into the army. 


con- 


He had fought duels of honor. In a 
modest Way, yet leaving out no details, 
he could he prevailed upon to tell how 
he came by two scars-—-one a jagged cut 
upon the forehead, the other a wound of 
the hand. He had defended a woman 
against a man’s remarks and fought a 
duel with swords—that is how he was 
cut upon the head. The other marked 
the course of a bullet from the weapon 
of his antagonist in a revolver duel in 
Germany. There were other Wuels, too. 
His bearing was that of a soldier. He 
walked very erect and even jauntily. 
His clothes were of the best and fit him 
as became an army Officer. 


Jilted by Girl, 


Natalie Geisel soon learned that she 
dia not love the dashing army officer. 


As she gave him to understand he could 
pay her court no more, her father more 
unceremoniously drove him from the 
house. Gétsel had become convinced of 
his crookedness., Although Warren- 
dorf lived in St. Louis two years after 
he was ejected from Geisel’s house, 
Geisel never saw him again and would 
have attacked him, had he seen him, he 
says. 

Warrendorf became bookkeeper on the 
Star-Sayings. When James Broadhead 
resigned, Warrendorf became cashier. 
During that time he spent money freely 
was a good fellow, without drinking 
much or gambling. His money went for 
carriages, horses upon which he might 
ihe and show his splendid horseman- 
ship and for flowers for the ladles—he 


never forgot them. 
The young man’s real troubles began 


after he left the Star-Savings 
and began publishing the Echo, a so- 
ciety paper. He had more promises 
than subscriptions, more pretty, pol- 
ished office furniture, than advertise- 
ments. Warrendorf Md--ertised for a 
partner. A man named ‘Davis from a 
small town near St. Louis, took the 
good furniture to be a sign of pros- 


perity and invested $1500. Davis mighty 
soon tired of being ‘“‘angel’’ for an un- 
profitable paper and demanded the re- 
turn of his money. 


Partner Still Waiting. 


The courtly Warrendorf § giadly 
turned the $1500—-that is he gave 
personal notegfor that amount. 
has since been walting for tidines 
his partner. 
Warrendorf became acquainted with 
J. Edward Reid of the George W. Reid 
Oil Co... 410 Morth Main atreet. He told 
a plausible story to Reid. His father 
had reached a high rank in the German 
army. “This was true. 

Warrendorf talked much about his re]. 
atives in Pozen, Germany and their 
high connections. His father, he said, 
had been decorated for valor in the 
army. When his father died, Warren- 
dorf said, there was an estate of $2000 
to be settled and through some process, 
Reid became trustee. eid has since in- 
vestigated through German lawyers and 
has learned that the few hundred do 
lars Warrendorf received before he ik 
here was all he inherited. 

Th trusteeship proved a 
den to Reid. He was held accountable 
for debts, among them an $87 funeral! 
bill ineurred when Warrendorf's broth. 
er died from bifmod poison seven years

TOWN IS UNDER WATER 





Moss Point, Miss., Reported 
Submerged—Weather Bu- 
reau Posts Warning.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 27.—The gulf 
Stream, which began to show its force 
last night, hag destroyed all wire com- 
munication to Mobile and New Orleans. 
The storm appears general between 
Ala., and the Gulf of Mex- 


ico, ,and westward to the Mississippi 
River. 

There has been no ‘ommunication 
with New Orleans since midnight, with 
the exception of a few moments’ con- 
versation with a. telegraph operator 
Shortly after 10 o'clock. The wire 


failed before details could be obtained. 
Water is reported four feet deep in the 


Streets of Moss Point, Miss., the high 
wind blowing the water in from the 
gulf. 


At 2:40 o'clock this morning communi- 
cation was restored for a moment with 
Mobile, which reported a gale blowing, 
with rain falling in torrents and the 
barometer falling. 

Communication was had with New Or- 
leans for a few minutes at 10:45 a. m. 
The telegraph operator there reported 
that the wind was blowing about 48 
miles an hour, but that the center of 
the storm was east of New Orleans, and 
that the city of New Orleans had not 
suffered any~.serious. damage, nor had 
there’ been any los® of life, so far’ as 
reported. 

It is considered probable in New Or- 
leans that the storm probably hit the 
Mississippi Coast and Mobile hard, but 
there was nothing to confirm this. The 
wire failed at this juncture. 

General Manager Evans of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad has received 
reports from division superintendents on 
indicating a very serious storm 
south of Greenville, Ala. The high wind 
has blown trees across the tracks. de- 
stroving telegraph wires and interfering 
seriously with the operation of trains. 

A passenger train due in Montgomery 
at 6 o'clock this morning did not arrive 
until near!y 11, the delay being caused 
by numerous stops to remove trees from

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 27.—In = as 
spiritiess a convention as the Democ- 
racy of this State ecver held, William 
Randolph Hearst was nominated for 
Governor at 2 o'clock this morning 
after a session that lasted all night. 
lt was a flat, stale assemblage, totally 
unlike the usual convention of Demo- 
crats, and the only feature in it worthy 
of note was the enthusiasm with which 
the defeated candidate, Congressman 
William Sulzer of the Bowery district, 
was greeted, 

The only man who had the nerve 
to run against Hearst was beaten, but 
he had the satisfaction of knowing that 
if he did not have the votes he had the 
sympathy of the great gathering. Sul- 
zer could muster only 124 votes and 69 
of these were delivered to him by Sen- 
ator McCarren of Brooklyn. John “A. 
Dix of Washington County got 17 votes 
because he is a favorite son and Hearst 
got the rest, 309. 

There was no motion made to 
his nomination unanimous. 

Charles F. Murphy was unable to de- 
liver the 1® Tammany votes to Hearst. 
Three leaders balked and handed nine 
votes to Sulzer. 

The expected roast of Tammy Boss 
Charles FE. Murphy did not material- 
ize, the men who have been boasting 
about how they were going to tear 
him to pieces experienced a change of 
heart when they got upon the stage 
and looked down at the rosy, smiling 
visage or the man who had outgener- 
aled them. The roaring lions became 
as bleating sheep, and some of them 
were so manifestly afraid of saying 
anything that would hurt the feel- 
ings of the leader of Tammany Hall 
that their own adherents on the floor 
laughed at them. All in all it was a 
unique convention in the State’s his- 
tory.

TO BUY COFFE 


$20,000,000 Loan to Govern- 
ment Will Be Expended to 
Better Industry. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.— 
nouncement was made in Wall Street 
that the great coffee houses of this 
city, London, Hamburg and Havana 
have come to the rescue of the Brazil- 
ian coffee industry and have entered 
into an agreement with the Government 
of Brazil to finance the purchase of not 
more than 2,000,000 bags of coffee. The 
transaction will call for the supply of 
at least $20,000,000 in cash, being 80 per 
cent of the purchase price. Brazil will 
buy the coffee. 

Confirmation was obtained last even- 
ing of the termination of the negotia- 
tions at the offices of Arbuckle Bros. 
and Crossman & Sielcken, the two 
American firms who are participating in 
financing the loan to the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment. The loan will enable the lat- 
ter to carry out a part of its compre- 
hensive scheme for the betterment of 
the coffee industry. 

According to the information obtained 
yesterday, New York, London, Havre 
and Hamburg coffee dealers and bankers 
have entered into arrangements with the 
states of San Paulo, Minas and Rio 
de Janeiro, by which the federal gov- 
ernment will buy and take from the 
market immediately about 2,000,000 bags 
of Santos coffee.

BATTLE IN THE DARK 





Virgin Peak Christened With 
Champagne After Scores 
of Failures. 


New York World, 

GENEVA, Sept. *-.—One of the most 
thrilling incidents in the Alpine séa- 
son, costing the life of a German school- 
master, who proved himself a hero, oc- 
curred the same day as another thrilling 
and more unusual experience, that of a 
battle between tourists and customs 
officers, the latter being taken for 
brigands when they ordered the per- 
sons they suspected of being smugglers 


to halt. 
With these distressing incidents of 
mountain life comes the announcement 


heretofore foiled climbers. 

Herr Overbeck of Aix-la-Chapelle and 
Herr Kueppers of Bonn, both’ school 
teachers, set out to make the climb 
without the aid of guides, and all went 
well until they came to an ice bridge. 

Herr Kueppers got over safely, but as 
Herr Overbeck was crossing, the bridge 
gave way and Herr Overbeck was pre- 
cipitated into the crevasse, hanging 
from the rope attached to his friend's 
waist. Herr Kueppers had neither the 
support nor the strength to draw his 
friend to safety, and after Many fu- 
tile attempts had been made, Herr Over- 
beck begged him to cut the rope, trust- 
ing to chance that he himself might 
survive the fall, while Herr Kueppers 
could hasten for aid. 

Finally Herr Kueppers cut the rope 
and Herr Overbeck fell. Herr Kueppers 
groped his way to safety and told the 
mountaineers of the plight of his friend, 

A relief .expedition found Herr Over- 
beck's body at the bottom of the crev- 
asse next morning. He had, after his 


peak, and then, with safety only a 
feet away, he slipped, and falling to the 
bottom, was killed.

The greatest indigna- 
tion is expressed against the officers, 
and the district Government has or- 
dered an inquiry. 


Christening Virgin Peak. 


Prof. Girard of Fribourg, accompanied 
by guides Rime and Busch, made the 
first ascent of the virgin peak Dent du 
Capucin, a rocky perpendicular peak in 
the Swiss Alps, on the borders of. the 
Cantons of Berne and Fribourg. 

This mountain has been attempted 
without success about a dozen times. 
The Alpinists had the greatest diffcul- 
ties to overcome, crossing the crevasses 
in the rocks on ladders, which they 
hauled after them, and they had often 
to use # double cord, dozens of which 
they left on the mountain. 

Several times they took half an hour 
to cover 300 yards, but finally arrived on 
the summit and broke a pottle of cham- 
pagne on the virgin peak. 

A Viennese Woman named Marie Pos- 
pischill fell over a precipice near Wer- 
fen, in the Tyrol, and was dashed to 
pieces before the eyes of her husband 
and two sons.

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5‘ THE WATERWAYS AWAKENING. 


Commenting on the establishment of a daily 


‘steamboat freight line between Philadelphia and 


New York as evidence that business justifies com- 
petition by water with short, direct railroads offer- 
ing lew rates, the New York World says that river 
traffic has been revived because of the increasing 
total volume of business caused by railroad building. 
It calls attention to the fact that the first effect 
of extensive railroad building was to close wp many 
of the canals. Some were bought by the railroads 


_ to suppress competition; others were neglected and 


abandoned. ‘The activity of the private interest in 
‘railroads triumphed over the public interest in the 
rivers. The rivers belong to all the people, being 
directly under the jurisdiction and control of the 
Government. In the eagerness of the rapidly grow- 
ing railroad private interests to increase business 
and profits by suppressing competition, both the 
rivers and canals were neglected by the Goverament 
through railroad influence. 

But there is a tremendous awakening all over the 


_ country to the importance of the waterways as rail- 
_vroad rate regulators and as cheap and convenient 


means of conveying heavy freight. Conmumon sense 
and experience have at last convinced the people of 
the folly of neglecting not only the improvement 
and use of natural waterways. but the building and 
‘use of artificial waterways. 

_.New York has found that the oid Erie 
a most valuable factor in making New York a great 
seaport, not because of the large amount of freight 
conveyed through it, but because through its con- 
nection with the great lakes it reduced railroad 
rates. It is now being rebuilt and greatly improved 
by the State, so that it will be capable of carrying 
thousand-ton barges, and a plan is now pending to 
construct a canal from Pittsburg to the lakes, to 
carry ores and coal.

OUR DEAD AND WOUNDED. 

The average of 26 people killed a day during the 
fiscal year 1906 is shown by the official figures of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to fall most 
heavily on railroad employes themselves. 

This is true also of the daily average of 233 
wounded for the year. Ot the total killed, it is 
ciphered out that not more than one in eighteen is 
a passenger. It aiso uppears statistically that with 
an inerease in the gross number of passengers kill? 
annually, there is a decrease when the gross number 
killed is compared with the gross number carried. 

This seems to demonstrate that if the traveling 
public is gaining a possible increase in safety, it is 
largely at the expense of railroad men themselves. 

This certainly is not the way it should be gained. 

\ daily average of 26 killed and 233 wounded is a 
sacrifice of life in the United States greater than 
the average in Spanish-American revolutions when 
the fighting is actually in progress. 

We deplore the bloodshed which results from im- 
patience of the restraints of lgw in other countries.

GROWTH OF ST. LOUIS BUSINESS. 

The prosperity and progress of St. Louis were well 
brought out by the speeches at the Manufacturers’ 
Association dinner Tuesday evening. 

Since 1896 the capital and surplus of St. Louis 
banks has increased from $31,000,000 to $85,000,000, 
or 274 per cent. Deposits increased from $73,000,000 
to $264,000,000, or 362 per cent; loans from $64.,- 
000,000 to $216,000.000, or 327 per cent. 

A vivid impression of the growth in a generation 
is produced by the fact that in 1869, when the clear- 
ing house was established, the total business was 
$292,000,000 and in 1905 $2,899,000,000. 

Most significant is the fact that the banks of St. 
Louis and the West now take care of their customers 
from their own resources. “Today,” said Mr. 
Hoxton, manager of the St. Louis Clearing House, 
“although the crop movemen® is at its height, | 
know of not one St. Louis bank or trust company 
that is borrowing money in another market. In the 
old days, say 20 years ago, 75 per cent. of the money 
used to move the Western crops Was borrowed in 
New York, and now, with agricultural yield vast- 
ly increased, I fee] safe in saying that New York 
has to furnish no more than 10 per cent of the neces- 
sary funds.” 

Facts like these should establixh the reputation of 
St. Louis as a sound financial and business center. 
The West and Southwest are virtually independent 
of Eastern supply, St. Louis being a reservoir of 
funds large enough for the increasing demands.

PEPPEH-THAQWING 
CONVICT 1S SHOT 


Joseph Wright, Convicted in 
Belleville of Murder, Tries 
to Escape. 


Joseph Wright, who was shot while 
attempting to escape from a Deputy 
Sheriff within twenty feet of the 
Belleville Jail after he had just been 


sentenced to 14 years in the Peniten- 
tiary for complicity in the murder of 
Conductor John Keith, says that he 
bears no ill will towards the officer 
who shot him. 

“I don’t blame you,” said Wright to 
Deputy Sheriff Richard Seitz. “I 
would have done the same thing if I 
had been in your place. I had con- 
cluded to take a long chance and I 
lost out, and that’s all there is to it.” 

Ww right had been on trial for two 
davs for the Keith murder. The jury 
retired to consider the case at 5 p. m. 
and one hour later returned a verdict 
of guilty, fixing the penalty: at 14 
years in the Penitentiary. 

Seitz had taken Wright from the 
Jail to the courtroom and was on the 
way back to the Jail when Wright 
made his atteinpt to escape. They 
were just passing an alley back of:the 
Courthouse and City Hall when, sud- 
denlyvy, Wright threw both of his 
hands towards the officer's face and 
turned to run down the alley. 

Seitz was blinded for a moment and 
realized instantly that Wright had 
thrown pepper. Wiping his eyes as 
quickly as possible Seitz drew his -re- 
volver and fired four shots, the noise 
of which attracted the attention of 
Deputy Sheriffs Sheer and Eckerle ang 
a number of police officers who were 
in the police station In the City Hall, 





Dog in the Chase. 


“Spot,” the jail bulldog. that has cap- 
tured a number of escaping prisoners 
at the workhouse, ran out of the jail 
with Deputy Sheer and nearly tumbled 
him over by running between his legs. 
The dog started in pursuit of the flee- 
ing man and was the first to reach his 


side when he-fell near the entrance to 
the’ Lyric theater one block away on 
West Second street. 

The dog stood guard over 
til tne orficers arrived and proses him 
up. Wright toiad them he had been shot 
and was assisted back to jail and phy- 
siclans called. The bullet had pierced 
the fleshy part of the hip just above 
the right thigh. The wound is not con- 
sidered dangerous. 

“) won't say where TI got the pepper,”’ 
said Wright, “but I have been planning 
this escape for some time. I had the 
pepper in my pocket and as soon as 
the clerk read the word ‘guilty’ in the 
verdict I put my right hand in my out- 
side coat pocket. I knew that pepper 
would scatter considerably if it waa too 
dry, and’ I counted on the moisture in 
hands giving enough dampnees to

“Te 1 had been in better physical con- 
dition I would have made a better show- 
ing as it was, but IT have been in. pris- 
ons fer tiie past four years and was too 
weak to attempt to run any distance. 
Before I Nad gune # feet I knew i 
could never get away. My wind is gone.’ 

John Keith, for whose murder Wright 
was sentenced, was shot to death on 
his street car on the Landowne divie- 
ion of the East St. Louis street car 
lines, June 2, 183. On that night three 
men boarded the car at a lonely spot 
near the Lansdowne junction and rob- 
bed the motorman and conductor. The 
motorman was'r of a watch and 
because the conductor did not throw u 
his hands quigsey he was shot through 
the heart, dying almost instantly. 
years ago “Duck” Roach and John 
Clegg were sentenced to 70 and 50 ween 
respectively for the same crime.

Bit of Steel in Her Palm Both- 
ered Mrs, Ackermann Only 
at Intervals. 


Ackermann, wife of John 
Ackermunn of 416 South Spring street 
Bellevilic, sgffered a needle to remain 
imbedaed in the ftiesh of her right hand 
16 yeais rather than take c nloroform and 
have the steei sliver removed. The use 
of the X-ray permitted the removal ol 
the needle without the use of anesthe'- 
ici, 

Fifteen years ago last May Mrs. Ack- 
ermann, then 33 years old. was washing 
the top of her kiichen tabie with a dish 
rag when sné felt a sharp twinge of 
pain in her ight hand, Droppig the 
cloth she looked at her hand and saw 
nothing but a tiny hole from which 
the blood was oozing. Thinking a splin- 
ter had caused the wound, she pinched 
her hand {a an effort to remove it. Phe 
supposed splinter did not materialize 
bu. the pain increased. 

“The more I worked with it,’ said 
Mre. Ackermann to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, the more it felt as though there 
wa something scraping against a bone 
in my hand.”’ 

Faliine to discover what had entered 
her hand, she examined the table and 
there found ore-half of a good-sized 
needle sticking in the table top. The 
point had been driven into the wood and 
the end in which the eye had been 
made had been imbedded in her hand 
and had proken off. 

She straightway consulted a_ physi- 
clan who informed her that the only 
relief obtainable was for her to take 
chioroform and have the piece of needle 
removed. 

Refused to Take Chloroform. 


“I'll leave that needle in there for- 
ever before I'll take that nasty stuff, 


said Mrs. Ackermann as shewleft the 
doctor's office. | 
She went back to rw t home 


and gradually forgot the needle ex- 
t when she shook hands~ with 
ends. Then she would remember, for 
the small piece of steel would scrape 
against the bone. She would experit- 
ence the same sensation when wring- 
ing out clothes after a washing. 
eral times she wanted it taken out, 
but the remembrance of the terrible 
odor of chloroform and the sickness that 
often follows its use, caused her to bear 
what she considered the lesser evil. 

One day three years ago the needle 
bgan hurting her and she mustered up 
courage to consult a physician again. 
She told him her story and he took her 
into a darkened room where there was 
a burning, whizzing machine of some 
kind. He told her to hold her hand in 
a certain position and then the man 
of medicine looked through a ‘‘black 
thing’ at her hand which she was hold- 
ing near the machine, which was making 
a@ bright light. 

The doctor told her he had seen the 
needle and that was the first she had 
heard of the recently discovered X- 
ray machine. 


When it came to having the needle 
removed, however, she quailed and 
again procrastinated. Nature began 
reasserting herself a few days. ago, 
and with a firm determination to have 
the object taken from her hand, she 
Again sought a physician. This time 
it took but a moment for him to lo- 
eate the needle with the Roentgen 
ray. With a pen and ink he marked 
carefully where the light showed the 
needle to be. 


Still refusing all  pain-alleviating 
medicine, Mrs. Ackermann com- 
pressed her lips and allowed the knife 
to cut away the flesh to the bone. The 
needle was removed without trouble 
and in a few days the wound will be 
healed.

POLYGAMY IN ALBERTA. 


Situations Are Sometimes Pa- 
thetic, Often Ludicrous.

CARDSTON,. Alberta, Sept. 2.—There 
are many who believe the Mormons still 
practice polygamy in this province, de- 
spite the strong denials to the contrary, 
Rumors to this effect are current. all 
around the settlements in this provinge,

the shipping of the Mormons 
to Canada are sometimes pathetic and 
often !udicrous. 

Not long ago a Utah Mormon of Eng- 
lish extraction—nearly all Mormons are 
either English or Swedes—came to Al- 
berta with one of his wives, leaving the 
other well provided for in Utah. Con- 
trary to the usual custom, however, he 
arrived with wife No. 2. Wife No. 1 ob- 
jected strongly to this, and at once 
made arrangements to secure'a Aivorce, 
but as there was no recognized mar- 
riage, no divorce could be obtained. 

With nothing else left for her to do, 
she followed her husband to Alberta, 
and soon he found himself the possessor 
of two households. 

Other similar instances have been fer- 
reted out by the mounted police. It is 
claimed that although polygamy is not 
openly practiced by these people, it still 
and the majority of the Mormons 
are in favor of it. Should a traveler 
attack the policy of plural marriages, 
these people at once defend the doctrine, 
The village of Tavlorville, Alberta, is 
named after Ped I. Taylor, one of the 
chiefs of the Mormon Churcp in Canada, 
and until recently one of the apostles 
of the Church in Utah, Mr, Taylor was 
deposed a short time ago, and it is sup- 
posed to have been the result of the 
Smoot investigation, it being a well 
known fact that Mr. Taylor has five 
wives.

$34,000 filed here against the Hugh Mont- 


gomery estate by Thomas R. Matthews, 
administrator, and Florus Montgomery, 
a son by the man’s first wife, it is al- 
leged that when Hugh Montgomery 
took “‘Miss Lydia M. Haye as his sec- 
ond wife she concealed the fact that she 
had been married twice previously, first 
to Robert Hale, by whom she had two 
sons, James M. and Leander, and after 
divorcing him, to James Dickson. 
Strangest of all in the petition is the 
accusation that she was so successful 
in concealing her marital history, as to 
be enabled to keep Montgomery in ig- 
norance of it all during the 27 years she 
lived with him, notwithstanding that 
Dickson, husband No. 2, resided near 


them. 

When Dickson died. Montgomery 
learned in some wav of the deception 
that had been practiced upon him, and 
it was an added blow when he discoy- 
ered that his 40-acre farm had been 
converted into cash, and that much of 
the proceeds had been appropriated by 
his wife. Angered beyond measure, he 
demanded the money, and at the same 
time ordered her from the house. She 
did not refund, but left the house, tak- 
a the money with her, which, it is 
alleged, she gave to her two sons by 
her first husband.

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Commission of Three Physicians, Without Legal Status, Co. 
Operating With Jail Physician Scherck, Examines Prisoner 
Before He Is Tried—Authorities Indorse Work.

RECENT editorial in the Post-Dispatch suggesting the need of legis- 
lation to obtain good, scientific, expert testimony, unbiased and unfed, 
in criminal cases, has suggested to Dr. H. J. Scherck, Chief Dispensary 


and Jail Physician, that St. Louis in a year has made an advance in this di- 


rection. 

“There exists an 
sion on Insanity to examine all cases 
of supposed insanity which occur among 
the criminal classes who.are under ar- 
rest and charged with crime. The chief 


informal Commis- 


purposes underlying the organization of » 


this commission were a cultivation of 
a better understanding of expert testi- 
mony in respect to mental questions in 
the Criminal Court of St. Louis, and 
second, the training of a group of ex- 
perts in such questions for service in 
the courts and the collection of such 
data as afterwards might prove of val- 
ue in respect to the problems that arise 
in the relation of the criminal to nerv- 


ous and mental diseases. 

“The Commission as now organized is 
composed of three of the most prom- 
inent psychiatrists: of our city. These 
gentlemen, actuated solely by a desire to 
elevate the standard of medical testi- 
mony, volunteered ‘their services, upon 
the request of myself, to assist me in 
determining the mental ‘status of cer- 
tain individuals charged with crime, 
when from their actions or upon the 
suggestion that’ such individuals were 
not mentally responsible for the acts 
for which they were charged. 

“It was agreed that the commission 
was to be at the service of the Court, 
present their findings to the jury or 
in any other way to assist the Court to 
arrive at a. just opinion in regard to 
the sanity or insanity of a person. It 
goes without saying that this body 
serves without compensation. As men- 
tioned above, the commission as now 
constituted, which of course has_ no le- 
gal status, consists of three neurologists, 
together+ with the Jail physician. The 
method of procedure is as follows: 


Report to Cireult Attorney, 


“Any prisoner in the Jail before he 
is brought to trial, and in some cases 
before he is arraigned, in whom is found 
the sightest evidence of abnormality, 
is examined by the commission and a 
report of its findings is transmitted to 
the Cireult Attorney. Depending upon 
the report of the commission, the pris- 


oner is tried for his crime or is brought | 


into court and de lunatice inquirenao is 
instituted as a result of the opinion of 
the commission. Naturally, as it fre- 
quently occurs, in event that the 
commission believe the prisoner to be 
sane. the defense introduces its own 
experts, In such case, the Court has 
the privilege do wse the report of the 
commission, or its members are 
upon the stand, in rebuttal of the tes- 
timony introduced by the experts 
the defense. 


the 


“It is of great satisfaction that I can | 


state that in no single instance has a 
report of the commission been rejected 
by the jury in those cases in which the 
defense has refused to accept the opin- 
ion of the commission and have brought 
the case to trial and attempted to prove 
a condition opposite to that of the re- 
port of the commission. 

“In a discussion of its method be- 
fore One of the most advanced asso- 
ciations in mental conditions, it was 
conceded that this step was one of 
the most advanced that had been alt- 
tempted in the United States. 

“As was said before, the commission 
has no legal standing as at present 
constituted, and can be dissolved at 
a moment's notice if the Judge should 
see fit. The precarious existence of 
the commission has been the cause of 
some debate as to the possibility of 
passing a State law constituting such 
a commission of experts, and giving 
it the proper authority and standing 
We are content at present to let the 
work it is doing affect in as large a 
Way as possible the procedure in the 
courts in respect to the employment of 
expert testimony and leave the solu- 
tion the permanency of such a 
commission to other hands.
